Wounded Knee Indians declare war on U.S. 


WOUNDED KN EE, S.D. (U PI) — Indians occupying 
this tiny, historic hamlet on the Oglala Sioux reservation 
declared war on the United States Sunday after 
proclaiming it an independent nation seeking recognition 
by the United Nations. An FB I agent was wounded in an 
exchange of gunfire. 


A temporary peace was shattered Sunday when 
Indians “arrested” 
and disarmed six white men, 
including four federal agents, and exchanged gunfire 
with F B I agents on a road leading into the settlement. 


After the shooting, heavily-armed U.S. marshals were 
ordered into a standby alert and given field equipment. 
All leaves were canceled. 
One F B I agent, Curtis Fitzgerald, suffered a bullet 


wound in the wrist during the gun battle and was taken 
by helicopter to Ellsworth Air Force Base 120 miles 
away. No Indians were injured. 
The F B I said the Indians fired first and later 
apologized for the incident. Indians denied they fired 
first. 


“ We consider ourselves under attack and at war with 
the U .S.,” said Russell Means, a leader of the American 
Indian Movement (AIM), which has held Wounded Knee 
since taking it at gunpoint Feb. 27. 


Means, one of the few AIM chieftains who is an Oglala 
Sioux, instructed armed AIM followers to “shoot to kill” 
F B I agents attempting to enter this 40-acre compound to 
make arrests. 


‘‘Anyone caught in here without passing through our 
customs or getting a pass or visa will be dealt with as 
spies and as countries deal with spies all over the 
world,” he said. 
The violence erupted as U.S. Attorney William Calyton 
prepared a “substantial” number of indictments for a 
federal grand jury in Sioux Falls, S.D., and readied 
forces to attempt to arrest AIM leaders. 


Means said neither he nor his fellow warriors would 
allow themselves to be arrested by federal agents. 


Means rallied more than 400 supporters on a hill near 
the Sacred Heart Mission shortly after six of eight Oglala 
Sioux district chairmen on Pine Ridge reservation voted 
to withdraw from the official tribal council. 


They declared themselves free of authority under the 
federal act that created the reservation system in 1937 
and said they unilateraly established Wounded Knee as 
an independent and sovereign nation over which the 
United States has no authority. 
Means said three Oglala Sioux left Sunday for the 
United Nations in New York to ask for recognition and 
seek military and economic assistance from foreign 
nations. 
One of AIM's goals in occupying this village—site of 
the 1890 massacre of between 200 and 300 Indians by the 
U.S. Cavalry—was to oust Richard Wilson, the elected 
tribal chairmen. Wilson called Means and other AIM 
followers “ m isfits” and has asked the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs (BIA ) to force them to leave the reservation.

North Vietnam 
releases names 


ills man in Lompoc 
of 107 more POWs

A full-scale investigation was 
under way in Lompoc today into the 
explosion that took the life of a 
research 
engineer 
for 
General 
E l e c t r i c 
R e n try 
and 
Environmental Systems Division. 
Roland Alan Lincoln, 40, of 3040 
Glengary Rd., Santa Ynez, was 
killed instantly when a tank of 
hydrogen 
gas 
exploded 
in 
the 
company testing facility at 1204 W. 
Laurel Ave. The tragedy occurred at 
11 a.m. An official at the scene said 
Lincoln was literally blown to bits 
by the force of the explosion. 


Assistant Fire Chief Ron Boggs 
today said he has ordered Modern 
Industrials Co., of Santa Maria, 
suppliers of the hydrogen to remove 
two tanks of the gas from the GE 
building. He said it was a violation 
of fire regulations to keep the tanks 
stored 
inside 
the 
building. 
Ironically, Boggs had inspected the 
company and other facilities in the 
same building only two weeks ago 
for 
compliance 
with 
fire 
regulations. 
The tanks that exploded yesterday 
killing Lincoln had been stored 
outside the company building in a 
locked cabinet that permitted the 
gas to be piped inside through a 
tube. 
Boggs 
said 
Lincoln 
was 
considered the company expert on 
hydrogen gas and was involved in 
experiments to develop a sensor 
device for the gas since the gas is 
colorless, odorless, and tasteless. It 
was uncertain what Lincoln was 
doing when the end came. Boggs 
said 
he 
did 
not 
conduct 
an 
experiment, Sunday morning, but 
may have been in the act of 
beginning one. However, Boggs said 
this was only speculation. 
The explosion ripped away the 
side of the building, shattered the 
heavy metal tank containing the 
hydrogen into three shards that 
ripped through the air for as much 
as 50 yards from the scene. An 
acytelene welding tank was hurled 
across Laurel Avenue and came to 
rest in the driveway of Lompoc 
Warehouse. 
Four persons from Los Angeles 
narrowly missed death. They had 
parked their car in the driveway a 
few feet from the wall of the 
building and had walked around the 
corner onto Laurel Avenue when the 
explosion ripped the air. The four 
ran to their destination, The Hour 
Shoppe in the same building at 1200 
W. Laurel Ave., They were let in by 
Virginia Lee, proprietor who then 
rushed to a telephone to call for 
assistance. 
Police 
and 
fire 
officials 
immediately sealed off the area for 
explosion. 
The General Electric company 
had been in the location only about 
two weeks. Boggs said the company 
was in process of securing a permit 
to operate at that location. The 
tragedy will delay issuance of the 
permit. Boggs said he personally 
would “not issue the permit at that 
location,” knowing what he does 
tcday. He said the use of hydrogen 
gas is safe under proper conditions, 
but said he would oppose the use 
under the circumstances that exist 
at the GE plant now. The manager 
of the facility, H.E. Grantz could not 
be 
reached 
this 
morning 
for 
comment. 


SAIGON (U PI) — North Vietnam 
today turned over to the United 
States a list of 107 military prisoners 
and one civilian prisoner of war it 
said would be released Wednesday 
in 
Hanoi, 
the 
U.S. 
m ilitary 
command said. 


But the United States said it had 
halted its troop withdrawals until 
the Wednesday release is completed 
and it receives the names of all 
American 
POWs 
held 
by 
the 
Communists and the date and place 
of their release. 
A U.S. command spokesman said 
it had not received any POW list 
from representatives of the Viet 
Cong’s Provisional Revolutionary 
Government (PRG ). However, he 
said the PRG promised such a list 
would be handed over to the Allies in 
Saigon on Tuesday. 
If 
the 
Viet Cong 
follows the 
pattern they have in the past the 
Americans will be released in Hanoi 
within 48 hours after they turn over 
the list, meaning they would be 
freed Thursday. They have been 
releasing the POWs in groups of 
about 30. 
Wednesday’s release will be made 
from Hanoi’s Gia Lam airport, the 
U.S. command said. 
The announcement halting the 
troop withdrawls was the second by 
the United States since the POW 
releases began. 
“There will be no Phase 3 of the 
U.S. 
withdrawal 
until 
the 
U.S. 
POWs due for release in Phase 3 in 
fact are released,” said Maj. Gen. 
G ilbert 
Woodward, 
the 
chief 
American 
delegate to the Joint 
Military Commission that arranges 
prisoner exchanges. 
M o r e o v e r , 
he 
s a i d , 
t he 
withdrawals would not go into Phase 
4, the final round in the exchange 
program, “until the list of U.S. 
POWs 
scheduled 
for release 
in 
Phase 4 and the release date are 
provided for the U .S.” 


Woodward 
said 
Hanoi 
would 
disclose its list of American POWs 
today while the Viet Cong said it 
would hand over its list Tuesday, but 
the Viet Cong did not say where or 
when 
it 
would 
hand 
over 
its 
prisoners. 
The United States delayed its 
troop 
withdrawal 
program 
once 
before—on Feb. 28 when a dispute 
delayed 
the 
prisoner 
exchange 
program until March 4. The impasse 
ended only after President Nixon 
intervened. 
Under 
the 
Jan. 
27 
cease-fire 
agreement 
signed 
in 
Paris, 
all 
prisoners must go free by March 28. 
All foreign troops also must leave 
South Vietnam by that date under 
the Paris agreement. 
The number of U.S. prisoners 
scheduled to go free in Hanoi in the 
next phase of the exchange program 
was not announced. But sources said 
the Communists are expected to 
release one-half of the 287 remaining 
military prisoners held in North 
Vietnamese camps. 
There was no word on the release 
of 13 American civilians still in 
captivity. 
Communists have released 288 
American 
servicem en 
and 
11 
civilians so far in two exchanges. 
About 7,000 U.S. troops remain in 
South Vietnam.

'Rational7 plan to save Railroad proposed 


WASHINGTON

Federal 
Railroad Administrator John Ingram has 
rejected a proposal that the government 
buy the right-of-way of the Penn Central 
and other bankrupt Eastern railroads. 
Instead, Ingram said Congress should 
develop a “rational" plan to save the giant 
line. He indicated that such a plan should 
include abandonment of more than half the 
railroad and drastic labor and regulatory 
reforms. 
Otherwise, Ingram said, the government 
will not attempt to prevent the Penn 
Central bankruptcy judge from liquidating 
the railroad next October. Ingram said in 
an interview that liquidation would be the 
“second best” solution because healthy 
railroads 
would 
buy 
profitable 
Penn 


State can't 
count on 
nuclear power? 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
The state Division of Oil and 
Gas, declaring electricity 
and fuel needs are expected 
to double 
by 
1985, 
has 
warned that California can’t 
bank on nuclear power as a 
solution 
to 
demand 
problems. 
In a report on California’s 
energy picture, the division 
said nuclear power is one of 
several 
alternatives 
for 
meeting future demands but 
that 
it 
should 
not 
be 
considered as a primary 
source. 
The 69-page report said 
that 
“technological 
and 
economic problems facing 
the successful development 
of (nuclear) fusion are so 
great” it would not be a 
practical 
energy 
source 
within the next 15 years. 
The report also said “oil 
alone will still supply more 
than half our total energy 
needs in 1985,” adding that a 
“complete substitution” of 
atomic fuel for oil and gas 
would satisfy only 25 per 
cent of the total demand in 
the next decade. 
The 
R e a g a n 
adm inistration’s 
report 
comes at a time when the 
Assembly Subcommittee on 
State 
Electrical 
Energy 
Policy 
is 
conducting 
hearings 
on 
California’s 
energy needs, particularly 
the potential for nuclear 
power. 
Assemblyman Charles D. 
Warren, 
D-Los 
Angeles, 
subcommittee 
chairman, 
has said his panel will draft 
legislation that will, among 
other things, focus on a 
Rand 
Corp., 
report 
recommending 
the 
state 
slow down its energy growth 
rate. 
The 
a d m in is tr a tio n 
report, however, suggests 
that a change in the energy 
rate might have a negative 
affect on the economy. 
“A verv close relationship 
exists 
between 
energy 
consumption and the gross 
national 
product,” 
the 
report said. 


Central lines and the unprofitable lines 
would be abandoned. 
The Federal Railroad Administration 
must submit to Congress by March 26 its 


plan to preserve Eastern railroad service. 
Ingram said the plan definitely would not 
include nationalization or more federal 
money. 


“We’re either going to get a rational 
solution from Congress or we’re going to 
have liquidation,” Ingram said. “ We re not 
going to have nationalization or any sort of 
long-term financial aid.”

said ‘‘Oh, absolutely not.”

The Northeast Transportation Authority 
proposed by Hartke and several other

Ingram said a government authority

They 
said the “optimum” abandonment would 
be 9,000 of their 20,000 miles of track, but 
Ingram said that wasn’t enough. 


“I think they (the trustees) are a little 
light,” he said. “You ought to scrap more 
than that.”

Bermuda governor assassinated 


HAMILTON, Bermuda (UPI) - Police 
sources said today they were convinced 
two gunmen were involved in the weekend 
assassinations 
of 
Gov. 
Sir 
Richard 
Sharpies and an aide as they walked the 
governor’s 
dog 
outside 
his 
official 
residence. 
Officials also said they believed there 
was a direct link between the Saturday 
slayings and the unsolved shootihg death 
almost exactly six months earlier of police 
commissioner George Duckett. 
But police said they did not know of a 
motive for the killings and so far did not 
have any definite suspects. 


Ian Kinner, the island’s chief secretary, 
was sworn in as governor immediately 
after the killings. He immediately ordered 
a state of emergency, which permitted 
police to detain suspects without official 
charges or warrants. 


Tourists were allowed to leave after they 
and their luggage were searched and 
inspected at the airport and at the docks. 


Police said they were working on the 
theory there was special significance in the 
fact the two government officials were 
killed at almost the same hour, on a 
Saturday, six months apart. 


Murder charges to be 
filed after death spree 


SAN BERNARDINO 
(UPI) —Three formal murder 
charges will be filed Tuesday against paroled convict Jerry 
James Youngberg, 30, who is accused of killing two law 
officers and a gas station attendant during a shooting spree 
last Friday. 
Killed 
in the shootings were California Highway 
patrolman Larry L. Wettlering, 30, Sheriff’s Lieutenant 
Alfred E. Stewart, 39, and Leo Jenkins, the attendant at the 
station where the 20-minute drama ended. 
Authorities said the suspect shot and killed Wetterling 
and sped away in his patrol car after the officer stopped to 
investigate Youngberg’s vehicle, which was parked along­ 
side of Interstate 15 north of here. 
The suspect rammed the CHP vehicle into a center 
divider a few miles down the road and ran to the gas 
station, where he shot and killed Jenkins, police said. 
Stewart was killed in an exchange of fire at the station 
shortly before the suspect tried to run from the officers and 
was wounded by police and taken into custody . 
Sheriff’s deputies said Youngberg, who is reported in 
good condition at Linda Loma Community Hospital, arrived 
in California only a month ago from St. Louis, where he had 
recently been paroled. 
Youngberg was returning from a two-day stay in Las 
Vegas in a stolen car when the shootings occurred, police 
said. Authorities also said that Youngberg had evidently 
been drinking before the incident. 
Police reported that Youngberg’s gun had been stolen 
from a motel in Las Vegas. Youngberg had been living in 
Hollywood before the trip to Las Vegas.

Sunday blamed the packing 
machine. 


“It’s a mistake,” said 
Fred. 
“We 
didn’t 
know 
about the filler machine and 
the industry didn’t know 
about it.” 


Last 
month, 
the 
FDA 
recalled about 8,000 cases of 
mushrooms 
packed 
by 
United Canning Corp., East 
Palestine, 
Ohio, 
when 
several cans were believed 
to contain the poisonous 
botulism bacteria. 


In the latest recall, the 
FDA said only about 500 
cases, each containing 24 
four-ounce cans, were still 
in 
commercial 
channels. 
They were sold under the 
label, Fred’s Fresh Grown 
Sliced Whole Mushrooms.

at driving downward the 
high cost of prescription 
medicines, and a Riverside 
Democrat assailed what he 
said was the state’s failure 
to monitor dangerous drugs.

else,” he said. 


In the Los Angeles area, 
he said, the price of 100 one- 
grain thyroid tablets can 
vary from $1.85 to $3.90. The 
cost of 500 milligram tablets 
of the antibiotic Polycillin 
ranges from $13.95 to $33.60, 
he added. 


“It is time that we quit 
bowing to the rhetoric that 


the sale of drugs 
is a 
professional service instead 
cf a retail transaction,” 
Moretti asserted.

legislation was killed on the 
Assembly floor last year. 
Moretti blamed the defeat 
on “heavy lobbying” by the 
California Pharmaceutical 
Association.

Brundage offers to sell 
Montecito Country Club 


Millionaire Avery Brundage definitely will not allow the 
Montecito Country Club property to be turned over for a 
subdivision if the club membership does not accept his 
offer to buy him out, a club spokesman says. 
Club manager Roy Smith said a club committee will have 
plenty of time to study Brundage’s offer to sell his 
interests, reputed to be over $3 -million in the club, to the 
700 members. 
“ But the club is not for sale as such,” Smith stressed. “ If 
the members don’t buy it, it will go on as it is.” 
Brundage left Friday for Europe. Smith said the 75-year- 
old 
retired 
International 
Olympic 
Committee 
chairman—who has a penthouse atop the club—has been 
“ invited to speak in several countries.” 
Brundage, now 75, retired after the Winter Olympics in 
Japan in 1972 as committee chairman after holding the job 
20 years. On his return to Santa Barbara, he occupied a 
newly-built penthouse apartment on the roof of the 
picturesque country club just off U.S. 101 at the south 
entrance to Santa Barbara. 
Brundage, an art connisseur, philanthropist, collector of 
expensive real estate in Santa Barbara, and an outstanding 
athlete in his youth, came to Santa Barbara in the 1940’s to 
buy some holdings. He had been and was to remain for 
years an active business figure in the Chicago area. 
He purchased the country club in 1947 for a reported 
$215,000, the figure including land surrounding the club. He 
has perhaps invested between half and three quarters of a 
million or more in it since, associates figure. 
Brundage explained his offer to the members by 
declaring that it anything were to happen to him suddenly 
the club could be “ in a bad way.” He said he offered it to 
the members on condition they keep it as a club and a 
community asset. 
Brundage at one time owned the historic El Paseo and El 
Presidio properties in the heart of Santa Barbara.

Ehrlichman ridiculed the idea.

Chestnut to come within 2.2 seconds 
of a national mark in the sprint 
medley relay. 


Schankel did an iron-man double, 
winning both the open mile and the 
open two-mile. 


The distance medley run was the 
m eet’s top performance. Jackson 
led off with a 440 leg of 53.3, handing 
off to Chestnut with the Braves in 
third place. Chestnut clocked 2:02.0 
in the 880, powering Lompoc into a 
commanding 30 yard lead.

was going to catch 
Gilmore and Williams. They were 
running strictly against the clock. 
Gilmore pounded out a fine 3:02.8 
th re e -q u a rte r 
m ile, 
handing 
Williams a 140-yard lead. 
Williams, who is usually just 
getting warmed up after four laps, 
ran a blistering 4:09.7 mile, lapping 
half the field and winning by nearly 
3/4 lap. Williams’ previous best mile 
time was 4:18.0. 
The team time of 10:07.8 is 2.2 
seconds slower than the national 
record of 10:05.6, set by Marty 
Liquori's Essex High (New Jersey) 
team in 1967. And the Braves will 
get three more chances at the 
record this year. 
“ It will be hard for Terry and 
Alvin to improve on their tim es,”

Gilmore and Williams also helped 
the Braves win the mile and two- 
mile relays.

Frank Frisch 
dead at 75

Elkton, Md., on Feb. 8, when his car 
swerved off the road and crashed.

hospitalization. He was pronounced 
dead at 7:25 a.m. this morning. 
Frisch 
was 
moved 
to 
the 
hospital s coronory unit at 6:14 a.m. 
and was pronounced dead about an 
hour later. 
A hospital spokesman said the 
official cause of death would be 
released later. 
Frisch had been in the hospital’s 
intensive care unit until late last 
week, when he was moved to a 
priv ate 
room. 
His 
condition 
continued to remain critical. 
He -is survived by his wife and a 
brother. 
Born Sept. 9, 1898, Frisch was a 
product of the streets of New York 
City. He became famous as the 
“ F o rd h am 
F la s h ” 
when 
he 
captained 
Fordham 
University’s 
football, 
baseball and basketball 
teams and, after being graduated, 
went directly to the Giants in 1919. 
He was a star second and third 
baseman on the 1921-22-23-24 Giants, 
who set a National League record of 
four 
consecutive 
pennants. 
In 
succession, Frisch batted .341, .327, 
.348 and .328 in those seasons and he 
hit at least .300 in each of the four 
world series. 
A 
5-foot-10, 
185-pound 
switch- 
hitter, 
Frisch 
compiled 
a 
.316 
lifetime 
batting 
average 
in the 
major leagues and between 1921 and 
1934 failed to hit .300 in only one 
season. 


Berra hits Mays 
with big fine

“When I’m wrong, I’m wrong,” 
said Mays, who was fined the 
equivalent of one day's pay from his 
$165,000 per year salary. 


Berra, who a s s u m e d 
m anagerial 
duties 
last 
April 
following the death of Gil Hodges, 
has been criticized by some for 
being too lenient with his players. 
But Berra is showing he can be 
tough, too, and his fine of Mays can 
be interpreted as an indication of 
what will happen if any other 
players break his rules. 


Last week Berra laid down the law 
to his top slugger, Rusty Staub. For 
the relatively minor indiscretion of 
reporting to camp two pounds over­ 
weight, Staub was fined $200. 


Mays was only a spectator at 
Sunday ’s exhibition against St. Louis 
in St. Petersburg, Fla. but the Mets 
might’ve been able to use his bat as 
they suffered an 11-inning 5-4 loss to 
the Cards.

TV in review

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - 
Paul Williams is perhaps 
the most unlikely triple 
threat 
talent 
to 
hit 
Hollywood in a long time. 
Singer, composer and actor, 
he stands five feet two, 
jumped into show business 
by way of a skydiving act, is 
n o s ta lg ic 
about 
movietown’s past and says 
things like: “I think people 
are 
returning 
to 
old 
standards.” He's 32. 
Sipping a late afternoon 
glass of wine in a Sunset 
Boulevard 
restaurant, 
Williams, 
a 
softspoken, 
warm 
and 
ingratiating 
fellow who looks like an 
in t e l le c t u a l 
cherub, 
c o n te m p la te d 
his 
burgeoning 
success 
and 
said: ‘‘I think if I write 
another 500 songs, I’ll still 
be remembered for ‘We've 
Only Just Begun.’” And that 
hit came about in a pretty 
unlikely 
way 
itself. 
It 
sta r te d 
as 
a 
bank 
commercial, and took off 
from there. 
Nowadays, Williams is in 
demand in television—as a 
performer 
and 
also 
a 
compose.r of scores. He does 
his recordings and makes 
his 
other 
p erso n a l 
appearances. And the acting 
career he originally came to 
Hollywood 
to 
seek 
has 
shaped up. He has had roles 
in such films as ‘‘The Loved 
One,” ‘‘The Chase” and the 
new ‘‘Battle for the Planet 
of the Apes.” 


He was born in Omaha, 
but 
w as 
liv in g 
in 
Albuquerque 
when 
he 
decided on his move to 
Hollywood “to become the 
John Garfield of the 1960s.” 
He was not an overnight 
success. “I played delivery 
boys, geniuses (with my 
glasses on) and punks (with 
my glasses off).” He began 
writing songs about five 
years ago, but the glamor 
that made movietown what 
it was still enamors him: 
“To fully appreciate the 


fantasy of Hollywood, you 
have 
to 
have 
been 
a 
houseboy in Denver, which I 
was.” 
In Albuquerque, Williams 
says. “I was working for a 
title 
insurance company, 
and I was terribly bored. It 
was the early 1960s, and I 
was part of a skydiving act 
on weekends. I made 44 
jumps. I was making more 
money on weekends than 
with 
the 
insurance 
company. So I quit the job. I 
was making enough money 
to support myself with the 
skydiving, so my weekdays 
were free. I worked in little 
theater around Albuquerque 
and then made the move to 
Hollywood.” 
Although entertainment in 
the 1970s has gone to some 
extremes 
new 
to 
the 
American public, Williams 
says of his music: “I’m a 
screaming 
sentimentalist, 
and it shows in my work. I 
think people are ready to 
admit again that they have 
emotions. No matter how 
bizarre things become in 
life, I honestly believe that 
the most important and 
exciting thing is falling in 
love. I think people are 
returning 
to 
the 
old 
standards 
and 
morality. 
Actually, 
I 
don’t 
ttink 
they’ve really ever gone. 
“There was a period of 
cynicism that peaked, I 
would say, in the mid-1960s. 
And years before that, of 
course, there was an excess 
of 
romanticism. 
The 
cynicism followed that. And 
I think what we’re coming 
back to now is a realistic 
romanticism.” 


As for filmtown where 
Williams has succeeded in a 
way vastly different from 
that which he dreamed in 
Albuquerque, 
he 
said: 
“Hollywood’s greatest art, I 
think, is compromise. If you 
can master that art, you can 
not only survive, but you can 
do what you want to do.” 
And he took another sip of 
wine.

Loophole ploy 


WASHINGTON- 
Jawboning 
Nixon style is being directed against 
the current fiscal crisis. Whether it 
can help the dollar out of the slough 
of despond, which the President 
ascribes to the machinations of 
speculators in the money market, is 
doubtful. 
Mr. Nixon is right 
when he says the 
rate of inflation is 
lo w e r 
in 
this 
country than it is in 
th e 
E u r o p e a n 
countries 
where 
dollars 
are being 
dumped. It is the 
threat 
of 
future 


inflation and the yawning abyss of 
deficits— 
budgetary, 
trade, 
monetary — that have caused not 
merely speculators but the central 
banks and big corporations to unload 
their dollars. 


A large share of the dollars 
dumped on the market during the 
past 
month 
have 
come 
from 
American 
multinational 
corporations. One American Motor 
Company with extensive European 
interests is said to have poured up to 
$1 billion of excess dollar holdings. 
No mere speculative venture, this 
represents 
the 
urgent need 
to 
protect company stockholders. The 
German Central Bank holds more 
than $30 billion in unwanted dollars. 
In 
other 
European 
capitals 
c o m p a r a b le h o a rd s 
have 
accumulated, 
and 
Japan 
is 
overflowing with dollars bought 
with yen as the dollar sank below 
the ceiling price. 
With 
several 
administration 
voices 
saying several 
different 
things no one can believe that the 
official wage increase guideline of 
5.5 per cent has any meaning. 
Privately, cost of living director 
John T. Dunlop cautions that if 
unions with contracts coming up this 
year get raises of seven to nine per 
cent it should not be interpreted as 
breaking the wage guideline of 
phase 3. Financial men know where 
these inspired reports come from 
and they are quite capable of adding 
a big wage boost onto present rising 
prices to come up with a rate of 
inflation by midyear well above the 
present 2.5 or three per cent.

cutting 
important 
programs rather than by raising 
additional revenue. 
Plugging 
tax 
loopholes 
could 
mean enough revenue to insure 
against a deficit without raising 
taxes. In a voice vote without a 
single 
dissent 
the 
caucus, 
commended the Ways and Means 
C o m m it t e e 
“ for 
m o v in g 
expeditiously” to consider loophole 
plugging and tax reform legislation. 
The committee was urged to report 
to the floor as soon as possible a bill 
raising maximum revenues without 
a general tax increase. 
Progress on the loophole bill has 
been held up by the back trouble of 
the potentate of the Ways and Means 
Committee, Wilbur Mills. But Mills 
is returning to Washington from 
Arkansas and the prospect is for 
action. Reuss believes that if a 
loophole-plugging bill does reach the 
floor it will be difficult even for 
Republican members of the House 
to vote against it. After all, there is 
that 
grand 
old 
Republican 
shibboleth, ‘‘fiscal responsibility.” 
It would be difficult for Mr. Nixon 
to veto such a bill. Would he thereby 
be 
inviting 
further 
deficits? 
Wouldn’t a veto mean that the 
President had thrown his strong 
right arm around the small minority 
that can take; advantage of the 
loopholes? For the moment these 
are academic questions and the road 
between 
the 
Ways 
and Means 
committee and final passage of a 
bill opposed by powerful interests is 
full of formidable obstacles.

Common ground by Steve La Rue 
Lompoc's geothermal bid 


The recent U.S. Supreme Court 
decision in the Otter Tail Power 
case could be like switching on a 
light, an electric one, in the gloom of 
Lompoc’s power dilemma. 


It could also clear 
the way for this 
c i t y ’s 
p art 
ownership 
of 
a 
geothermal 
power 
plant in the Geysers 
steam fields near 
Sonoma. 
This, 
in 
turn, could mean a 
low , 
s t a b l e 
electricity rate in 
this city for years, 
even in the midst of 
the energy crisis. 


Sice 1968, Lompoc has been a 
member of the Northern California 
Power Agency, a cooperative of 11 
California cities owning their own 
local power distribution systems. At 
10 cents per kilowatt hour dues, the 
city contributes an average $1,450 
yearly and send City Councilman 
Art Scott to semimonthly meetings. 


While its member cities now all 
purchase power from Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company, NCPA’s 
objective is to build or buy into 
public power sources to generate 
their own, much cheaper power. 


Lompoc’s and the NCPA cities’ 
power dilemma, they say, is that 
they have had no choice but to buy 


from 
PG&E. 
The 
vast 
utility 
dramatized 
this 
recently 
by 
announcing a 22 per cent rate 
increase, effective in April, in five 
of the 11 member cities, Lompoc 
among them. The hike also included 
a 
floating 
fuel 
price 
clause 
providing for further rate boosts. 
Of course, NCPA’s public power 
goal 
has 
brought 
the 
small 
collective nose to nose with mighty 
Reddy Kilowatt, perhaps the largest 
private utility in the world. 
Some see the 22 percent increase 
as a maneuver intended to make 
Lompoc’s and other member cities’ 
power more costly than power in 
adjoining areas and build public 
pressure 
to 
sell 
the 
local 
distribution systems to the huge 
company. 
NCPA has long negotiated with 
Signal Oil and other companies with 
Geysers steam leases. The agency 
could buy steam from them and 
build a Geysers plant but PG&E 
controls the transmission lines to 
the geothermal source and refuses 
to wheel (distribute) NCPA power 
through them. 
The utility explained to NCPA 
that 
such 
transmission 
would 
overload 
their 
circuits. 
But, 
according to press reports, PG&E 
testified in the Otter Tail case that 
they feared cooperation with public 
power entities would erode their 
market. 
The Supreme Court ruled that the 
Otter Tail Power Company of 
Minnesota violated the Sherman 


Antitrust Act in preventing small, 
public power agencies from moving 
their power over the company’s 
exclusive lines. 
According 
to 
NCPA 
attorney 
Martin McDonough, these practices 
are very similar to PG&E’s and the 
ruling will have a broad impact, 
exposing all such private utilities to 
antitrust action and quite possibly, 
cracking open the Geysers to NCPA. 
PG&E, though, contends that the 
ruling doesn’t apply to them and 
only further litigation will settle the 
Geysers standoff. 
NCPA’s belief is that PG&E, 
though 
nominally 
regulated 
by 
fed era l 
and 
sta te 
power 
commissions, is really an investor- 
founded, profit-motive monopoly. 
Legal 
staffs, 
stockholders, 
bureaucrats and massive public 
relations campaigns burden the 
utility with built in costs, they say, 
that the public eventually pays in 
higher rates. 
The consulting engineering firm 
of Kuljian and Kuljian estimates, 
though, 
that 
NCPA 
geothermal 
power rates over 1971-79 would be 
8.75 mills (thousands of a cent) per 
kilowatt while PG&E’s would be 9.9, 
if they didn’t increase again. 
The power association’s planners 
stress that Geothermal fuel, which 
is just steam heated by the earth, 
will stay cheap. There would be no 
need for television and magazine 
campaigns or large bureaucracies, 
they say, and the shareholders 
would be the taxpayers. 


H & Ocean by Harry Crompe 
Rancher's story 


Everybody is talking and writing 
about the high cost of food but 
nobody is telling the story of the 
man who produces the food—and 
he’s got a story. 
We held quite a long conversation 
with a local rancher the other day 
and that’s where we got the story. 


“ Everybody 
is 
saying, 
don’t buy 
vegetables, 
grow 
your own,” he said. 
“Sure, 
the 
price 
may be high and 
there is a reason, 
but the prices on 
automobiles 
are 
high too and I don’t 
h ea r 
an ybody 
pleading 
w ith 
people to build their 
own automobile.” 


The rancher said they are in a 
crunch situation. Some people might 
call it inflation but the cause of 
inflation is so indefinable, we feel it 
can’t be used. 
The rancher told us that three 
years ago he was paying some labor 
$1.25 per hour. Today, it is $3.50 an 
hour and he is now being hit with 
another 33 per cent increase in labor 
costs retroactive to January 1. 
What has this done to him? He has 
four employes on the ranch. All four 
employes made more money than he 
did last year. 
He is hauling broccoli out of the 
valley. Forty tons a day at a price of 
eight cents a pound. However, since 
the new 33 per cent hike in his labor 
costs, it is costing him nine cents a 
pound to produce and haul away the 
broccoli. It is being done at a loss. 
His contract price for the broccoli 
was signed before the forced labor 
pay hike. 
Where farm land could be leased 


from $50 to $75 per acre for one 
crop, the price is now up to $125 to 
$150 and acre. 
“And we think we’re lucky,” he 
said. “In Oxnard, leased land is 
from $350 to $400 an acre. ’’ 
“You drive around town, see 
people living in $20,000 houses with 
two cars in the driveway and a 
camper,” he continued. “They take 
two or three week vacations and 
they gripe at lettuce at $.39 a head. 
Sure wish I were in their boat 
sometimes.” 
“It is just not going to get better, 
not just yet,” he concluded. 
The rancher warned that no relief is 
in sight for farm products despite 
what Washington, C. C. may say.
